Every wire leading 
out of the city was prostrated.

The total loss of life 
is probably 35. 
Many more were wounded. 
The ships in the river broke from their moor­ 
ings.

The steamer City of Macon sailed 
for New York a few hours before the storm 
broke, and much anxiety is felt for her safety. 
She had on board W. M. Wadley, President 
of the Georgia Central Railroad.

N e w p o r t (R. I.), August 30th.—Lieuten­ 
ant Commander B. L. Edes and Lieutenant 
L. B. Spaulding were instantly killed yester­ 
day afternoon ia this harbor while experi­ 
menting with torpedoes. 
Both officers were 
in the inner harbor in a torpedo launch, nnd 
were putting a torredo in position in ordrr to 
exhibit an experiment tii Admiral Porter, 
who has been here several days. The torpedo 
was to be exploded by the breakiug of an 
electric circuit. 
Edes had the deadly missile 
in bis lap, while Spaulding was rowing 
the launch. 
The tide was low and the tor­ 
pedo was planted in about three fathoms r.f 
water. Near by was a steam launch with the 
remainder of the e'ass under instruction on 
board. 
Admiral Porter, Commander Sel­ 
fridge and the officers of the (lovernment 
torpedo station were on Goat Island, where 
the 
torpedo 
station is 
located, for the 
purpose of witnessing 
the 
experiment. 
Edes leaned forward to arrange the ap­ 
paratus in the water, when a loud noise 
and explosion was heard, and the bodies 
of the unfortunate men were seen in the air. 
It was a terrible sight. 
Admiral Porter and 
the elassmatc-s of the officers stood appalled 
at the sight of the bodies, which had been 
literally blown to fragments. 
They went up 
¡q the air some thirty-five feet, and with them 
ascended the debris of the boat which they 
had employed. 
The workmen on the station waded into 
the water as soon as they could and recovered 
all that was possible of the bodies. 
Edes’ 
lega were torn from the trunk and snlit in 
two. 
Spaulding's feet were blown olf, and 
while his boots were found in good order, 
not a trace of his feet was discovered. 
The 
class immediately 
returned 
to the 
island, and an officer was detailed to go 
to Narragansett pier to break the news to 
Edes’ wife, who had gone there in the morn­ 
ing for a few days’ visit. 
She had resided 
here all summer with her husband and two 
children. 
She belongs 
in 
Washington. 
Spaulding, who was unmarried, resided in 
Portsmouth, N. H. 
The Coroner’s jury brought in a verdict to 
the effect that Edes and Spaulding met their 
death by the accidental explosion of a tor­ 
pedo, which would not have happened had 
they followed their instructions. 
No one 
at the 
torpedo 
station 
is to 
blame. 
This exculpates Lieutenant Caldwell, one 
of the instructors, who, in doing his duty 
in closing the circuit, made possible the acci­ 
dent, for Edes depended upon keeping this 
circuit open, though lie failed to inform Cald­ 
well of his intentions. 
The remains will be 
forwarded to their respective destinations at 
once. 
Both men had just been detached 
from active service.

THE EASTERN. 


The steair.er Great Eastern is to be sold, 
if a purchaser for her can be found. 
She 
has proved a total failure, and though the 
extension of commerce has been enormous 
since she was built, the need for so large a 
vessel has not yet been felt. 
The latest 
suggestion with regard to her is that she 
should be taken to some summer resort, 
moored close to the shore, and be utilized 
as a great floating hotel. 
An objection to 
this is that unless her moorings were ex­ 
tremely strong she might be swept away 
from them some stormy night, and carry 
all her guests cut to sea. 
W hether any 
use can be made of her, however, is evi­ 
dently questionable. 
Her great draught 
makes her useless as a commercial carrier, 
for there is only one port in the United 
Kingdom into which she can enter, and 
that is Milford Haven. 
I t has been found 
impossible to get cargoes for lier, and she 
is too big to be used as a passenger vessel. 
She might perhaps be employed as a troop 
ship in some pressing emergency, though 
the Government wouid naturally hesitate 
to run the risk of ju ttin g all its eggs 
in one basket by embarking ten thou­ 
sand troops upon a single vessel. 
In short 
the Great E istern is an illustration of an 
entire failure to calculate 
the coming 
wants of the generation, and a very costly 
failure she has been to all who have had 
anything to do with her.

CROPS IN 
ENGLAND. 


The crops in England have suffered se­ 
verely from heavy and protracted rains, 
and the outlook for the harvest there grows 
worse every week. 
It is already evident 
th at a veryr much larger importation of 
grain than usual will be required, in fact, 
and the only doubtful point seems to be as 
to the character of the liuasian harvest. In 
Erauce the crops will be about an average. 
As to Russia there have been conflicting re­ 
ports, it having been asserted th at the 
wheat harvest would be almost a loss, and 
also that it would be far beyond the aver­ 
age. 
The condition of the corn crop in the 
W estern States is such th at there will 
probably be a much smaller surplus of 
wheat for export in them than usual, it 
being well understood that the failure of 
corn always reacts upon the wheat crop, 
by increasing the demand for heme con­ 
sumption. 
W hatever 
the situation in 
Russia therefore it must be regarded as 
certain that there will be a good and a 
rising market for Ca! Gomia wheat this 
year, and that it is perfectly safe to hold it. 


THE 
PRESIDENT. 


The President appears to be holding his 
own, but the indications of an advance 
towards recovery are as yet not apparent. 
Yesterday another pus cavity in his neck 
was opened, and a free discharge of m atter 
followed. 
This kind of thing may be re­ 
garded by the doctors as encouraging, hut 
to us it seems anything but a favorable 
symptom that the patient's body should 
be so full of pus. 
The food he takes in­ 
deed appears to turn into this useless and 
disagreeable stuff, instead of into flesh. 
He was yesterday no stronger, and all that 
could be said was that he had not lost any 
ground. 
He is evidently a long way from 
being out of danger, Colonel Rockwell and 
other non-oflicial enthusiasts to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding. 


GEORGIA ^T-LD^ MINES. 


It is probable that experienced miners 
will await fuller reports b< fore getting up a 
rush to the Georgia goldmines. 
The gold- 
fields of Georgia have been talked about 
for a good many years, and adventurous 
prospectors have also experimented upou 
them . 
The general conclusion has been 
th a t though them was more or less gold 
there, it was usually less, and that conse­ 
quently it would not pay for working. 
Gold mines in the mud are no doubt 
alluring prospects to the uninitiated, but 
in these days mining is too well under­ 
stood for sensational stories to be sufficient 
bait?. 
The public will be content to wait 
until that dredge has been set to work, and 
even then it will scrutinize the reports with 
care. 


THE METROPOLIS. 


W e publish elsewhere a report of the 
proceedings of the Anti-Debris Association 
at their annual meeting. 
AmoDg the reso­ 
lutions adopted at this meeting was one 
condemnatory of the course of the R e c o r d - 
U niox, which the Association declares to 
be “ inimical to our interests, danger- 
“ ous to the State, and unworthy of our 
“ support.” 
We m ust characterize this 
condemnation as alike unjust and foolish. 
The couise of the R e c o r d - U n io n in regard 
to the debris question has been guided by a 
far broader and more enlightened view of 
the interests of the State than has ever 
been displayed by the Association which 
condemns it. 
W e have labored from the 
beginning to secure the most advantageous 
and permanently satisfactory adjustm ent of 
the difficulty between the miners and the 
farmers. 
We have maintained throughout 
the discussion of the subject the absolute 
necessity of stopping hydraulic mining if it 
could not be carried on without inflicting 
injury upon the valley lands. 
But since 
this journal is published and circulates 
through the whole State, and not merely 
in one locality, it is bound to seek the best 
good of all, and neither can nor will pin 
itself down to the narrow and superficial 
views evolved from local prejudices. 
It 
has recognized the fact that the mining 
interest was an im portant one ; th at large 
capital was invested in i t ; that if possi­ 
ble it was therefore eminently advisable 
that it should be preserved and not de­ 
stroyed ; th at the best interests of the 
whole State demanded the adoption of 
whatever measures of relief and protec­ 
tion promised safety to the farmers w ith­ 
out ruining the miners. 
And because this 
policy was the only one which could be 
justified completely, we have advocated 
it. 
W e have believed it to be possible 
to do justice to the miners without im­ 
perilling the agricultural interest. 
Wo 
still believe this to be possible, and we 
a?sert th at neither the Anti-Debris Asso­ 
ciation nor any of the advocates of its 
positions has hitherto succeeded in ad­ 
vancing a tingle iota of evidence against 
the soundness of our views. 
We supported the Drainage Act because 
we were convinced th at it would afford the 
required protection and relief. 
Nothing 
has thus far occurred to warrant us in 
withdrawiug our confidence from the en­ 
gineering plans therein set forth. 
If the 
scheme has been virtually abandoned it 
has been because men who had property at 
stake were too im patient either to await 
the results of the proposed relief measures, 
or to take the trouble necessary to a 
comprehension of the methods sought to 
he employed for their protection. 
They 
rushed into litigation instead, and now 
they are making desperate efforts to per­ 
suade themselves th at litigation is capable 
of effecting all they desire, though it is im­ 
possible for auy intelligent man to examine 
the situation w ithout perceiving clearly 
th at no decision of the Courts can possibly 
solve the problem. 
The R e c o r d - U n i o n 
has pointed out this disagreeable fact. 
It 
has made it apparent to the meanest com­ 
prehension th at in rejecting the Drainage 
Act the Auti-Debris agitators deprived 
themselves of the only machinery by 
which the debris already in the rivers 
could be held back. 
Those who are capa­ 
ble of declaring th at the positions we have 
taken in this regard are inimical to their 
interests, are scarcely capable of under­ 
standing w hat those interests really are. 
They have announced their determina­ 
tion to tru st everything to the Courts. 
We have Ehowed them that the Couits do 
not possess the power to jro tect them 
against the debris which has already left 
the mines. 
No ene has ventured to deny 
the 
correctness cf this statem ent and 
nobody will. 
The difference between the 


R e c o r d - U n io n and the advocates of liti­ 
gation alone is plain enough. 
This jour­ 
nal seeks to protect the farmers completely. 
The advocates of litigation propose to leave 
them without any protection against the 
debris now in the streams, 
tjhould the 
ooming winter bring a heavy rainfall, no 
amount of 
litigation will prevent the 
washing down of an enormous quantity of 
debr¡3 from the mcuntains. 
No fulmina- 
tions of the Anti-Debris Association can 
avert the descent of this matter. 
No 
legal processes can hold it suspended in 
the upper courses of the rivers. 
It is, 
therefore, a very practical and vital ques­ 
tion w hat shall be done about this. 
If we 
had really been inimical to the interests 
of the farmers we should have simply held 
our tongues about this consideration, and 
left them to discover by bitter experience 
that they had mado a mistake in suppos­ 
ing th at the Courts alone could save them. 
But because the interests of the farmers 
are our interests we have done our best to 
convince them th at they were incurring a 
great danger by ignoring the debris already 
in the rivers, and by pointing out that 
even if they gained all their suits they 
would still have to encounter this danger. 
If it had been dem onstrated by a fuli 
and thorough experim ent th a t the engineer­ 
ing m easures proposed were futile, and 
t'v.at there rem ained no other recourse thr.n 
to dem and 
th e im m ediate stoppage of 
hydraulic m iuicg, we should have given 
our heartiest Eupport to th a t policy, though 
even then we should have been compelled 
to insist upon the necesrity of dcaÜDg with 
the debris already in th e rivers. 
B ut no 
snch failure has been dem onstrated. 
The 
engineering plans have n ot received any­ 
thing like a fair trial. 
They have been 
condem ned ignorantly and in th e absence 
of any proof of th eir insufficiency. 
And 
in rejecting them the advocates cf litiga­ 
tion have left a hole in th eir system of 
defense which, 
as we have repeatedly 
shown, threatens tho whole scheme w ith 
disaster. 
A ll these statem ents are true, 
and susceptible of com plete proof, and 
therefore when the A nti-D ebris Association 
accuses the R ecord-U nion, because it has 
held these positions, of pursuing a course 
inim ical to the interests of the farmers, and 
dangerous to th e State, it u tte rs a false­ 
hood for which there is no excuse, and it 
libels a journal w hich has served the public 
faithfully iu this m atter from the beginning 
until now. 
Such m isrepresentations and 
libelous assertions will not advance the 
purposes of the Association, nor injure the 
Recop.d-U nion. Tim e will vindicate every 
petition we have taken in th e debris con­ 
troversy, and will show which is more 
“ dangerous to the S tate ”—an organization 
which blindly insists upon destroying an 
im portant interest, even w hen by so doing 
it cannot secure protection for itself—or 
; a journal which, w hile seeking to preserve 
to th e com m unity th e full benefits of all 
existing industries, is specially desirous of 
guarding th e farm ers from those dangers 
! which their pirofcssed cham pions 
have 
taken no m easures to avert.

San Francisco bay is rapidly becoming a 
naval rendezvous for the fleets of all nations 
There are in the harbor already the French 
ironclad Triomphinte, which lies in mid­ 
stream north of the Oakland ferry line, 
partly dismantled; the Italian war vessel 
Garibaldi, which arrived in port laBt evening 
from Callao ; the Mexican sloop-of-war gun­ 
boat Juarez, lying off Main street, formerly 
the steam yacht Sofia, which was for many 
years moored in Richardson’s bay ; the Mex­ 
ican war vessel Demócrata is also moored off 
Mission R ock; the United States steam 
frigate Lackawanna, which is authored close 
to the Frenchman, and the United States 
sloop-of-war Jamestown, lying at auchor on 
the south side of the Oakland ferry line. 
The Italian war vessel Garibaldi is the first 
of her nationality to enter this port, arriving 
here for the first time in December, 1873. 
She is a screw frigate, built to carry fifty-one 
guns. 
Her dimensions 
are 
as follows: 
Length on deck. 23G feet 8 inches; beam, 55 
feet. She draws 21 feet 8 inches of water, 
and has a displacement of 3,321 tons. 
In 
addition to the war vessels named, the 
Asiatic squadron of the Russian Govern­ 
ment is expected here within a week. 
The 
fleet is under the command of Admiral 
Aslambegoff, whose flsg is borne upon the 
Asia, and is composed of the l ’lastoon, 
Africa. Vsadnick and Zabiaca. 
The Zabiaca 
an 1 Africa were built by Cramp, on the 
Delaware, and wiil be probably the first 
steel ships of war ever visiting this port. 
A suit has been begun by Charles J . and 
William Durien, proprietors of the Hum- 
iuhit House, against the Spring Valley Com­ 
pany, to enjoin the corporation turning off 
or otherwise depriving the plaintiffs of the 
use of water ; for judgment of §78, alleged to 
have been illegally collected, and for the for­ 
feiture of the. defendant’s franchhe and wuter 
works “ to the city and county of Sin Fran­ 
cisco f >r the pubi c use.” The complaint sets 
forth the manner of the adoption of the ordi­ 
nance fixing water rates, and reiat-s the 
time, manner and object of the attachment 
of a meter to the premises of the plaintiffs, 
and that the defendant pretended to collect 
rates and compensation from the plaintiffs by 
meter rate mraiuiement (from the let of 
February, 1881), nn ier the provi.-i ns of Sec­ 
tion 10 of the B ijly ordinance, which pro­ 
vides for “ the payment of 90 ceuts per 1.000 
galh iH where the monthly bill he not less 
than §5, and 70 cents per 1,000 gallons where 
tice monthly bill be cot le-s than §10.” The 
number of payments, and variances between 
the ordinance rates and rates charged are 
then presented in a list, the complaint alleg­ 
ing that these payments were made under 
and by threats of the defendant that it 
n 't so paid the defendant would turn 
off the w ater; that said defendant had 
threatened 
aud 
is 
n w tlireatin ng to 
turn off aud deprive plaintiffs and their said 
piremisfs of water unltss they nay the full 
-um of §18 for the water from June 10.li to 
July 11, 1881. The complaint also avers, 
“ on information and belief,” that the passage 
of tli 
Bayly ordinance was corruptly aud 
fraudulently procured, for which the defend­ 
ant paid or caused to be paid to said majority 
of said Board of Supervisors large sums of 
money, to wit, the sum of §42,000. 
I t is 
also represented that no water rates have 
been fixed according to law ; that defendant 
has not for more than a year plot “ furnished 
pure or fresh water, or any water at reasona­ 
ble rates 
that the compensation established 
by the Bayly ordinance is more than 70 per 
cent, per annum over and above ex penses on 
the total value of the Spring Valley’s prop­ 
erty in the counties of Han Francisco and San 
Mateo, in this Htate, from which its water 
snpplv is derived and distributed, and that 
the amounts and rates so demanded, forced 
and collected from plaintiffs by defendant, 
as aforesai i, are at the rate of more than 140 
|*er cent. |« r annum over and above all ex­ 
penses, on §4.000,000, which is the total value 
of all its property in said coUDties for a water 
supply and distribution.

ANTI-DEBRIS ASSOCIATION. 


The Anti-Debris Associaticr, of the Sacra­ 
mento Valley, met at Yuba City Saturday 
last. C. K. Dam was chosen President. Tbe 
following were elected Directors : C. K. Dam, 
J. M. C. Jasper aud C. E. Sexev, of Yuba 
county, and ¡S. E. Wilson and B. F. Walton, 
of Sutter county. 
George Uhleyer was 
elected Treasurer. 
The debris question was 
thoroughly diseased. 
An address and resolu­ 
tions were adopted as follows : 
At this, th e annual m eeting of the Anti-Debris 
Ass ciationof the Sacramento Valley, it isbefliing 
th at we. should once more declare our principles, 
a id set forth our purposes, so th at all may under- 
tand the true cause of our solicitude 
We have banded 
ourselves together to seek 
re lress in our Courts, havir g full failh iu the 
justice cf our cause. 
We are convinced by sad experience, and recent 
events have hut confirmed us iu the belief, th at the 
only salvatiou for tire Sacramento Valley lies in ti e 
stoppage of hydraulic m ining as hitherto conducted. 
Iu our judgm ent it would exhaust Jhc taxable 
resources cf the State to attem pt the protection of 
oar homes, and the reclamation of our rivers, while 
the mountains are being washed into til1: stream s. 
We have tax td ourselves to the very utm ost in 
building levees and other works of protection ; bu t 
we realiz; th at the 
terrible engines employed 
against us, and continually augm enting in power, 
will soon overwhelm and drive us from our homes, 
Therefore*, we firmly be ieve our only safeguard is 
in the -jieedy trial and final decision by the Courts 
of last resott. 
We he ieve the Courts will hold th at eaclt m ust so 
use his otvn as not to injure another. 
Having done so m uch irreparable damage to the 
State and her people, it is no more than tig h t that 
they should cease their destruction unt.l a final de- 
cesion can be arrived a t ; for to win iu a few years 
is worse than present defeat, if they may continue 
to use our farms and rivers as receptacles for their 
refuse tailings. 
We therefore again reiterate, and heartily in­ 
dorse, the set.tim ents contained in a recent address 
published by our Executive Committee, and which 
is unanswered and unanswerable. Therefore, be it 
resolved: 
1. That we pledge ourselves to stand hy eaclt 
other to the extent of our means, life and sacred 
honor, to protect our homes from ruin, and to avoid 
if possible the direful consequences which befel the 
people of the Yuba aud Bear river valleys. 
2 That we thank the i>eople of Sacramento, 
Colusa and Butte counties for their kind co opera­ 
tion and sym pathy with tbe suffering people of 
Yuba and Sutter. 
Their assistance is tim ely, as our 
ruin wiil be theirs. 
3. 'th at it is the duty of the State to protect her 
property and people, and perm it the prosecution of 
no industry which in tbe end leaves the mountains 
in ruins, the valley a desert, and the State w ithout 
a harbor and bankrupt. 
4. That we indorse the course of our Attom ey- 
Ceneral in instituting suit in the name of the State 
with a -iow- to tbe speedy trial and final decision of 
this controversy. 
5. T hat we invoke the co-operation of ail the 
valley counties in this our struggle for cxis'ence. 
Our cause is theirs, and th e burden should be 
m utua!, as ail are in danger. 
6. T hat State or national aid is necessary in any 
event to rectify and assist the river channels which 
itave been gorged with debris, yet we are deter­ 
mined in any contingency th a t the Courts shall de­ 
cide w hat our rights are in this contest. 
7. T hat tiie contest we are now waging is against 
the process of hydraulic mining, and not quartz aud 
drift mining, as lias beep asserted by theM m trs’ As­ 
sociation. 
8. That we heartily indorse and promise our sup­ 
port to the j lurn&ls who have s > ably advocated 
the cause of agriculture and commerce, and the per­ 
m anent interests of the State. 
And we condemn Jill 
journals who so far forget their duty to the people 
as to advocate the implied surrender cf the great 
Sacramento valley, its rivers, bays and cities, to the 
unrestricted ii-o of the In draulic interest, and we 
especially reg rit the coim e the Record-Union ard 
the San Francisco A lta have taken, and declare 
such course inimical to our intercuts, dangerous to 
the State, and unworthy cf our support. 
Dr. D. P. Durst then read an address set­ 
ting forth the destructive nature of hydraulic 
mining, its evil effects upon tbe great indus­ 
tries of the Htate, and the urgent necessity ti 
immediate relief by removing the cause. 
I t having been announced that the Board 
of Trade of San Francisco had expressed a 
desire to meet a committee from this section 
competent to represent our exact condition in 
regard to ininiug debris and its devastating 
effects upon this great -Sacramento valley and 
the permanent industries of the State, on mo­ 
tion of (’, P. B eny a committee consisting of 
Dr. C. K. Stone, George Ohleyer, G. Hamp­ 
ton and Dr. S. J. S. Rogers was selected for 
that object, to arrange for a meetiug early iu 
September.

DECREES OF DIVORCE. 


CALIFORNIA THE 
PARADISE OF FREE 
LOVERS. 


How a Divorce was Obtained in 
State without the Knowledge of 
the Plaintiff in the Casa.

It has recently been developed, in a strange 
manner, that the laws of California upon the 
subject of divorce make this State a success­ 
ful rival with the famous reputation acquired 
by Chicago and the State of Indiana upon the 
subject of obtaining divorces by and for auy 
parties who may so desire. 
This State, as in 
all other things, goes one better, and does not 
require the consent of either party, nor even 
their knowledge of the transaction. 
In the 
relation that follows, it will be seen that this 
has been recent’y strikingly illustrated, and 
that under the 
present statutes of this 
State, a divorce 
can be obtained with­ 
out the 
knowledge of 
the party who 
is named in the proceedings as plaintiff, 
without the is;ue of summons or other notice 
given, and as a natural sequence, that a hus­ 
band and wife, maintaining the most happy 
domestic relations, are liable to be divorced 
from each other without the least notice or 
suspicion of such a transaction upon the part 
of either. 
To make this text statement still 
clearer, and to illustrate the charge, it may 
be more explicitly stated that a couple can 
easily be divorced without the knowledge, 
consent or desire of either party—as by this 
modus opsrandi: The party desiring 


TO DO THIS WRONG 
Can write to an attorney to bring an action 
in behalf of .Jane Doe, or Mary Roe, or Kate 
Brown, and sign Jane's, Mary’s cr Kate’s 
name to the letter, and furnish a brief of 
facts, and names of witnesses to certain acts. 
The attorney, with no other warrant upon 
which to aut, and without further inquiry, 
can go into Court, as that in Solano county, 
for instance, and being ^ an officer of the 
Court, file a pomplaint reciting the facts, etc., 
with an indorsement of acknowledgment of 
service and waiver, etc., by tho defendant— 
furnished, perhaps, by the party putting up 
the job, and thereupon call in tho witnesses, 
prove the facts, and take a decree—all, pro­ 
vided that the Judge assumes that the par­ 
ties are in Court, and that he has jurisdiction 
of them, simply upon the appear .nee of the 
attorney, and the filing of the paper.-, no 
proof beirg taken of identity, or of author 
ization of that officer. 
Such would be an ex­ 
treme case ; but under the law of California, 
as it is, it would not be au extieme case for 
a husband to engineer a divorce suit through 
Court, with himself as defendant, without the 
knowledge i f the wife, or for the wife to do 
likewise, as is clearly shown by the following 
narrative. 
Tne personality in the story is preserved 
only because the incidents serve, in a strik­ 
ing way, to illustrate the defects of the ¡aw. 
Whatever of scandalous character the narra­ 
tive presents, or the persons having a part in 
the transaction, both the scandals and the 
persons occupy a very subordinate relation to 
the main object had in view by presenting 
the whole case here. 
There has been known for several years in 
this city one Wiiliam Youngs, recognized as 
a mariied man, having a wife in busi­ 
ness 
as 
a 
fashionable 
d re; ¡¡maker 
on 
Sixth street, in this city. 
This fact was also 
¡-worn to by him and by his wife, Mary 
Youngs, while testifying upon oath in an in­ 
vestigation held by a Eecret society iu this 
city. 
Reports of his practices have been un­ 
savory, and Mrs. Youngs, oi this city, as is 
known, formerly talked of applying for a 
divorce from him. 
He, however, finally took 
th9 matter into his own hands, and without 
troubling 
himself 
e.bout 
his 
previous 
relations with Mrs. Youngs in Sacramento, 
married Frankie E. Busby, formerly of 
this city, and fur a time cast his furtuue with 
the last uamed “ partner for life.' 
This made 
t o much of a complication in matters matri­ 
monial for placid waters, and the sequel 
-hows that he who preves untrue to one will 
do so in turn to another. 


A DIVORCE WITHOUT THE KNOWLEDGE OF THE 
PLAINTIFF, 
The facts as related by C. T. Jones, coun­ 
sel lor Frankie E. Youngs, are as follows : Un 
the 17th instant, a woman of prepossessing 
appearance, Mrs. Frankie E. A onngs, called at 
his oflice, and obtaining an interview, intro- 
duc d herself as Mrs. Wm. Youngs, and de­ 
sired to know whether it was possible for a 
complaint to be filed for a divorce by her 
agairret her husband without her knowledge,^ 
au 1 was answered emphatically that there 
could not. 
She said she had a suspicion that 
a c implaint had been filed at Fairfield, the 
county- s=at of Solano county, from the fact 
of conversations she had had with her hus­ 
band, and as the had seen him there on the 
day previous with an attorney. 
While the 
woman waited Mr. Jones telegraphed to the 
Clerk of the Superior Court at Fairfield to 
know if sucb a complaint had been filed 
there, and received the following rep ly: 
“ Yes. 
Case tried yesterday and divorce 
granted.” This came apparently like a shock 
to her, and she at once engaged Mr. Jones as 
her couusel to institute the necessary pro­ 
ceedings to set the divorce aside, and to 
prosecute all parties who might be liable fur 
the wrong done her. 
She then stated in lengthened detail to her 
counsel the history of her first acquaintance 
and her relations with Youngs, which is 
briefly as follows : She bad formed a slight 
acquaintance with Youngs before she moved 
to San Francisco from this city a few years 
since, but she was not then aware of his be­ 
ing married with the Mrs. Youngs of this 
city. 
MARRIAGE AND DESERTION. 
In 1880 he went to San Francisco, where 
they became engaged, and upon the strength 
of her money went to her friends at Syra­ 
cuse, N. Y ., and were there married on the 
y.h of September of that year. 
They then 
went to England, and when there Youngs 
borrowed a diamond ring from this wife,worth 
§175, aud pawned it for £15. 
They soon af­ 
terwards returned to N'ew York, where lie 
talked of trying to get into business, he hav­ 
ing borrowed §500 from her—all the money 
she had left—anil gave her his note for it. 
Immediately after obtaining this he proposed 
that she go to her people at Syracuse and 
make a visit while he was seeking employ- 
m int. 
She at once suspected that he wanted 
to get bank to California aud abandon her, 
and suggested it to him, but be protested and 
said there was no inducement in the world 
that would ever bring him back to California, 
lie finally got down upon his knees and as­ 
serted in the solemn terms of a mystic 
oath 
his 
devotion 
to 
her, 
and 
that 
he 
would 
never 
leave 
her. 
She 
believed him, and went to her friends, 
butleceivingno letters from him, investigated 
the cause and ascertained that on the dsy 
a cce ding h r leaving New York C.ty 1 e 
departed for California. 
I^eft without means, she borrowed money 
from her relatives and followed him back to 
the Golden State, and found him finally at 
Sm Francieco on the 28 Ji of January last. 
When confronted by her he made all kinds of 
excu-es, and claimed that, he really was not 
responsible for what he had done, as he had 
been drinking and was partially out of his 
mind. Woman-like, she overlooked his short­ 
comings and they resumed marital relate nq 
taking rooms at 233 G Farrell street. 
He 
procured a position in the establishment of 
Lang k Co., liquor merchants on _Dupont 
s’reet, and remained there until April, when 
the Mrs. Youngs of Sacramento, as Youngs 
told Frankie, came there and proposed to 
have him 
MANIPULATE HER STOCKS, 
And leave his second wife, Frankie E. 
Youngs, which arrangement he acceded to. 
A difficulty had 
already been produced 
between Youngs and his wife Frankie, anil 
the latter took rooms at 703 Market street, 


yer in San Francisco told him he could fur­ 
nish a decree of that character for §50. 
She 
then refused to have anything to do with it. 
Youngs afterwards told her that if she 
would write to a lawyer in Sacramento by 
the name of W. R. Hickson, asking what it 
would cost to get a divorce from her huvbard, 
that such a litter brought to the notice of 
Mrs. Youngs of Sacramento wculd be suf­ 
ficient to convince her that he aud Frankie 
were quits, and thus enable him to get his 
pay, which was really wages earnr-d. 
She 
wrote a letter accordingly to said Hinkson, 
making such inquiry, but Youngs a few days 
afterwards told her it was not sufficient, and 
made the further proposition that t he should 
write another letter to him, and till him to 
go ahead and procure the divorce. 
This she 
flatly refused to do, said she would not have 
a divorce, and charged him with wishing to 
get rid cf her. 
This he met with earnest as­ 
sertions as to the depth and warmth of his 
love for her, and after repeated similar ef­ 
forts, and earnestly declaring his unfaltering 
affection for her, and that he would ever be 
true, she again yielded to his wishes, and 
WROTE UPON A PIECE OF PAPER, 
Which at the head was addressed to W. R. 
IlinksoD, as if directing him to go ahead and 
get a divorce, but that he must furnish his 
owu facts and witnesses. 
The note was not 
put into an envelope, but handed to Youngs, 
who solemnly promised her that he would nut 
send it to Iliukson nor let him have it, but 
claimed by its existence being known to Mrs. 
Youngs of Sacramento (whom he ever claimed 
was only an acquaintance) he could get the 
money due him, and he would then destroy 
the letter. 
Soon after this note was written 
she received a letter from W. R. Hinkson 
which she says astoni lied her, and which was 
evidence to her that he had received the last 
note, but Youngs declared that such was not 
the case, aud that he had destroyed it. 
She 
thereupon wrote Hinkson asking what, if 
any thiug, he had dene in relation to a divorce, 
and that if any steps whatever had been 
taken to dismiss the whole matter, as she did 
not wish and would not have a divorce, and 
had not authorized any steps to that end. No 
reply was received to this letter and a few 
days later she wrote again in a rather caustic 
manner aud demanded to know what was the 
reason no reply was made to her letter, but 
again no answer came. 
Meantime Youngs 
had come to Sacramento and was boarding at 
Fred. E. Preston’s, across the river iu Wash­ 
ington, Yolo county. 
Mrs. Frankie E 
Youngs having become 
strongly suspicious that proceedings were on 
foot to obtain a secret divorce, as Youngs 
had frequently reuaaiked that such a thing 
could easily be done, she left for Sacramento 
on the 10th day of August, to ascertain 
whether any treachery was being practiced 
upon her. 
Arriving at Fairfield on the after­ 
noon train, she saw on the platform at the 
station F. E. l ’rtston, Mr. Youngs, and a 
man whom she afterwards learned was W. R. 
Hinkson. 
They saw her ; but supposing she 
had not seen them, they entered another car, 
and came to Sacramento on the same train. 
Preston was well acquainted with her, and, 
sauntering into the car where she was, asked 
where she was going to up this wav. 
She re­ 
plied, “ I ain going to see WilL What is he 
doing down here 


PRESTON APPEAP.E!) DISCONCERTED 
Upon seeing that she had espied her husband, 
but said they had been down there on a little 
business, and dida’t want her to see Youngs, 
and that he had gone into another car on that 
account. 
It then occurred to her that her 
husband had previously spoken of Fairfield 
as a favorable place to get a divorce, and so 
she asked Preston it they had been down 
there upon that*business, but he earnestly de­ 
nied it. 
• 
He soon after said, “ Suppose a complaint 
for divorce had been filed, you wouldn’t care, 
would you ?” 
“ Of course I would,” was her reply. 
“ Such a thing will never be done with my 
knowledge or consent.” 
Preston urgently in isting, secured from 
her a promise not to tell Youngs that she had 
seen him at Fairfield. 
Upon arriving in this 
city Youngs left his car quickly and met her 
as she got off and as if he had accidentally 
been in the depot at the time the train, ar­ 
rived. 
He appeared rejoiced and affection­ 
ate at seeing her. 
She asked how he hap­ 
pened to be at the depot, and he replied that 
he frequently came there at train time to see 
who came in. 
1 le walked with her from the 
depot to Mrs. Walker’s, on J street, between 
Second and Third, where she was going to 
stop, and they held a long conversation. She 
infoimed him that she had seen him in Fair­ 
field aud of her suspicions that he was 
attempting to obtain a divorce fr tn her, 
which he had remarked could be easily 
done, and which she had always feared since 
receiving Hinkson’s letter, but he declared in 
the most solemn manner, and finally repeated 
it upon bended knees before her, that nothing 
of the kind had been or was being done. 
He 
also assured her that he wanted no divorce 
from her ; would not accept one under any 
circumstances, and warmly asserted his con­ 
tinued affection toward her. 
-Although she 
was still suspicious that all was not right, 
they remained together at Mrs. Walker’s that 
night, she having in mind, as she says, that 
if an action for divorce had been commenced 
by him, against her, the sustaining the mari 
tal relations after the filing of the com­ 
plaint would be condonation. 
To have proof 
upon the subject, after they had retired she 
called the landlady into the room upon the 
excuse of desiring a glass of water. 


THE DETAILS. 
The next day was the one on which the 
w o m a n Frankie told the story to Mr. Jones 
above narrated. 
That day she started for 
Preston’s place to again interview him and to 
find Youngs. 
On the bridge she met, she 
says, W. R. Hinkson. William Youngs and 
another in a hack. 
She demanded of Hink­ 
son if he had ever seen her. 
He said no. 
She a3ked why he had done as he had. 
He 
replied that he’d explain another time. 
He 
had intended to let her know in time, hut to 
keep it quiet at present. 
She protested, and 
was replied to finally to go t o 
, as she 
couldn’t do anything about it now. 
That evening Mr. Jones was to meet her at 
Mrs. 
Walker’s. 
Arrived there, 
YouDgs 
walked in and threw olí his coat. Jones told 
him he was acting as if he owned the house. 
If he was not the woman’s husband what 
right had he there. 
Youngs refused to leave 
and declined to allow Jones to talk with the 
woman, who finally asked her attorney to 
retire and she’d call on the landlady to help 
her get rid of Youngs, which was done. 
On 
the 18th she called on Mr. Jones. 
Hinkson 
was sent for, and came. 
He claimed he was 
authorized to do as he had done, and pro­ 
duced letters of Mrs. F. E. Youngs. 
Ou9 of 
them was the letter she had given to Youngs 
that he was to destroy. 
He said he received 
it through the mail, but had lo3t the envelop. 
He admitted receiving a subsequent letter 
directing him to step proceeiings, and that 
he received it prior to commencing the action. 
He had lost that letter. 
As to why he had 
gone on, he said he was not feeling like talk­ 
ing about it, and fixed S I*. M. to meet them 
and explain. 
A t 8 he did not come, and was 
reported sick, and at no subsequent da‘e 
could Mr. Jones and bis client, together, ob­ 
tain an interview with him. 


COMrP.OMISE. 
On the ISih, l!).h and 20th negotiations 
wi re pending evidently between the woman 
ar.d Yuungs and the attorneys opposed to 
Mr. Jones. 
He realized that she was beirg 
counselled by them, and finally she brought 
a paper to him to examine. 
It was a long, 
carefully-worded, technical release, reciting 
that as she had had no costs to pay in the 
cas?, etc., and aR she had received §200, rhe 
released all claims against Youngs for all 
moneys and debts to date, and ratifying all 
that had been done by the attormys iu the 
divorce case. 
Mr. Jones advised h r not to 
sign it, but to take any payment on the §500 
note and receipt for part payment. 
She 
promised him she’d sign no paper without 
his ndvice. and said she’d push the pros­ 
ecution cf 
the 
case to set aside_ the 
divorce. 
Jones and O’Brien had an inter-

Youngs proceeded to manipu­ 
late the stocks before mentioned, upon the 
agreement that he was to have one-half of 
the profits accruing. 
Mrs. \ oungs, of Sacra­ 
mento, subsequently returned to this cuy 
Youngs having increased the value of the 
invectments to §3,000, proceeded to draw out 
one-half of the profits, when he found that

his Sacramento wife in the name of Mary 
Collins,

He then tried to get Mrs 
Youngs, of Sacramento, to allow him to draw 
some upon the deposit, but she would nut, 
and he dropped speculations in stocks and re­ 
turned to his wife, Frankie, to whom he de­ 
clared that the woman from Sacramento was 
only an acquaintance, and that no impro;*er 
relations had ever existed between them. He 
soon after, however, c immenced a series of 
abuses up 'n her, as she states, for the pur- 
[lose of driving her to seek a divorce against 
him. 
She meantime supp rted herself by 
canvassing, and he taking her wages so f ar as 
he could obtain them. 
He now engaged in 
another i ffort, as he represented, to get fre.m 
Mrs. Youngs, of Sacramento, his half of the 
profits upon the stock op-ratious, ar.il to d 
Frankie that in order to obtain the pay:? ent 
it would be necessary to make it appear that 
he had nothing further to do with her (Mrs. 
Youngs, of San Franci-c ), and preqioeed 
that they get up a sham divorce, which could 
be 
shown 
to 
Mrs. \ i-ungs,

She 
at 
first 
refused to he a 
party to anything of this kind, but finally 
yiel.ied to his unportu liriea s i far as to ro 
with him to see what one would coat.

The woman related to Mr. Jones that 
while here, in one of her visits to O’Brien’s 
office, she addressed him as Mr. Cochrane, 
and he held up a hand and told her quietly 
not to call him that. She had done s i because 
she recognized him as a man who had called 
on her in San Francisco and inquired minute­ 
ly after Wm Youngs, and if she and Youngs 
were living together, and who gave his name 
as Cochrane. 
DISAPPEARANCE. 
U p to this time Mr. Jones, Mrs. Walker 
and those who saw Mrs. Frankie Yuungs 
saw nothing in her conduct to arouse auy 
doubts as to her correct habits. 
She was 
lady-like, and behaved with propriety. 
Sat­ 
urday Mr. Jones wa-* to see his client again. 
She did not come. 
He went to lw k for her. 
Mrs. Walker told him she had declared she 
was going to see and have a talk with the 
Sacramento Mrs. Yuungs; that she had left 
h»r watch and j-welry and hat with her 
' (Mrs. Walker), had borrowed of her a light 
hat and a cuareer dre-s, arid had gone out 
about 6 P. >i. 
Next day (Sunday, the 21st) 
Mr. Junes learned that she had not returned 
yet. 
Search was made fur her, but it was 
unavailii g. 
It was feared there was some­ 
thing wrung going on. 
Mr. Jones aud Mrs. 
Walker reported the matter to the police, anil 
the force began a search. 
Mr. Jones had to 
leave that day for San Francisco. 
It was 
learned that the woman had telecrxphed to her 
sister in San Francisco that she’d be home on 
Sunday, the 21st 
She bad told Mrs. Walker 
the sain-*. 
Sunday tho woman appeared at 
Mrs. W alk-i’s. who insists she had been 
d'tieged. 
She was not herself and gave no 
signs of liquor. 
She soon left again. 
The 
sister in San Francisco wsj telegraphed for, 
and came up Monday night, aud tank her 
home Too may morning. s*'e having came to 
Mrs. Walker’s in a hack alona from the 


American Eagle Hotel, J and Twelfth ttrie’», 
on Monday. 
She was kept in the station 
house till just before her sister arrived. 
She 
was violent, hysterical and altogether non 
compos mentis. 
In that state she left tha 
city. In San Francisco Mr. Jones has several 
times last and this week called to see her. 
He reports her still crazed. 
Only once she 
recognized him, and then moaning!}- cried 
out, holding her bands over her head, “ They 
told me I ’d feel better if I drank it. 
I 
signed the paper you told me not to. 
What 
am I arrested for ? I ’ve been asleep for two 
or three days.” A t other times she appeared 
to fear Jones, and her sister says she talks of 
the strangest things and cries out about ar­ 
rests and officers and lawyers. 
AT THE HOTEL. 
Inquiry has developed that Saturday night 
the woman did go to the shop of Mrs. 
Youngs, there signed tha release, and re­ 
ceived §175, brought in by a J-street mer- 
cliant at 
the 
request of 
Mrs. Youngs 
of 
Sacramento. 
That 
gentleman 
says 
she refused to sign for some 
time. 
He 
had 
nothing to 
do 
with 
it 
but pay 
over the money for Mrs. Youngs. 
From the 
proprietors of the American Eagle Hotel it 
is ascertained that the woman came (for the 
first and only time) to that hotel on Monday, 
the 22J, at 10 a. m , escorted by William 
Youngs. 
He had previously taken a room 
there, to which ha brought her. 
They re­ 
mained in it several hours. 
The landlord 
supposed them to be man and wife. 
Youngs 
finally left there. 
The woman left her room 
and sought the landlady, and told her all her 
troubles. 
She denounced the divorc? case as 
a fraud. 
She was in a dazed condition. 
She complained bitterly of the treatment she 
received. 
Finally she hailed a hack and left. 
The proprietors found in her room a glass 
with a suspicious mixture in it, and the same 
has been turned over to District Attorney 
Buckley, to have its true contents ascer­ 
tained. 
THE PAPERS. 
Last 
Friday a 
representative 
of 
the 
R e c o rd -U n io n went to Fairfield, to see the 
papers in tho case (having heard rumors rela­ 
tive to the matter), and to find out who 
swore 
to the complaint, .but ascertained 
that there was no verification. 
The com­ 
plaint was properly entitled “ Iu the Superiar 
Court of Solano county, Frankie E. Youngs 
vs; William Youngs.” 
It set out that the 
parties were married at Salina, N. Y ., Sep­ 
tember 9, 1880, and had resided in California 
the necessary length of time to give the 
Court jurisdiction. 
That in December, 1880, 
in San Francisco, defendant was guilty of 
a crime against the marital relation, but it is 
so described as to leave it in doubt as to 
whether it was adultery or worse. 
A second 
count alleges adultery in January, 1881, by 
defendant, in Sacramento. 
A third count is 
like the first, and names both San Francisco 
and Saqfamento. 
Another alleges plaintiff's 
non-consent to the acts. 
The complaint is 
in Hinkson’s handwriting, and Eigued by him 
as attorney for plaintiff. 
In the same hand 
it is indorsed, “ Due service of the foregoing 
complaint is hereby admitted, the summons 
hereby received, and defendant herein stipu­ 
lates to plead herein in ten days.” This was 
signed “ William Youngs,” and presumably 
by him, and is dated July 19, 18S1. 
T ie 
complaint was tiled July 23d—i. 
service 
was admitted prior to the action being com­ 
menced. 
No summons was ever issued iu 
the case. 
THE TRIAL. 
Nothing further took place at Fairfield in 
regard to the case until August 10th, except 
that in the meantime M . L. G. O’Brien, 
of Sacramento, counsel purporting to be for 
plaintiff, wrote to the Judge and asked that 
the case 1j9 set fur trial. 
A t this time the in­ 
dorsement of waiver of summons, etc., on the 
back of tho complaint, bad not been discov­ 
ered, and a reply was sent that no summons 
had been called for, and the case was not at 
irsue. 
The attorney wrote back, calling at­ 
tention to the indorsement of waiver, but no 
time for trial was set, and nothing further 
done in the matter until the Kith of August. 
On that day W. R. Hinkson and O’Brien ap­ 
peared at Fairfield, before Judge John M. 
Gregory, and called up the case. 
Hink­ 
son stated 
that 
he 
had 
been 
away 
for 
his 
health, 
and 
not 
expecting 
to return in time for trial, had requested 
O’Brien to take charge of the case. 
O’Brien 
then assumed’.charge, and had ldinkson sworn 
to prove the handwriting of Wm. Youngs 
to the indorsement, waiving summons, etc. 
No answer being in, defendant’s default was 
entered. 
An immediate trial was requested 
and granted. 
Hinkson accounted for the 
a b s e n c e of Mrs. Youngs, the so-called plain­ 
tiff, by incidentally remarking to the Gourt 
that she was 
IN LIMITED CIRCUMSTANCES, 
And was unable to defray the expenses of 
herself and witnesses to attend the trial, and 
that she also disliked to appear in Court and 
make great publicity of the matter. 
Fred. A. Prestou, keeper of the Olive 
Branch Saloon, in Washington, Yolo county, 
who accompanied Hinkson and O’Brien to 
Fairfield, was sworn and testified that he had 
known the plaintiff four years and the de­ 
fendant nine years ; that he was intimately 
acquainted with both, and remembered the 
time when they were married ; that they 
went to Europe together after their marriage; 
that they returned to this State last Decem­ 
ber, and, he understood, separated in Feb­ 
ruary last. 
He testified to the alleged 
adultery of Youngs, both with a woman on 
Sixth street, in Sacramento, and others on 
Second street, at which places witness had 
repeatedly seen him, and had personal knowl­ 
edge of the fact charged. 
The woman on 
Sixth street, he Baid, was a married woman, 
and he did not therefore wish to give her 
name. 
He also stated that defendant had 
frequently admitted to him that he had com­ 
muted the offense charged in the complaint. 
O’Brien then stated that owing to the ab­ 
sence of witnesses be had expected would be 
preeent, he would have to call Hinksin as a 
witness. 
He did not like to do so_ as he was 
an attorney in the case, but he didn’t think 
there was aDy impropriety in doing so under 
the circumstances, 
llinkson then took the 
stand, as if reluctantly, and as if he had not 
intended to testify. 
He said he very much 
disliked to testify, but as witnesses had failed 
to appear as expected, he wi uld do so. 
He 
then testified that he knew the plaintiff per­ 
sonally ; knew her before she left Sacra­ 
mento ; didn’t remember the time when she 
was married ; he had personal knowledge of 
defendant's committing the offense charged ; 
defendant had also admitted it to him. 
O’Brien stated that he expected more wit­ 
nesses hut was disappointed, aud with a puz­ 
zled look, as if he could not get over it why they 
did not come, finally said that he would submit 
the case with the understanding that if the 
testimony presented was discovered insuffi­ 
cient further time should be granted to pro­ 
duce other witnesses. 
The case closed just 
before recess. 
On coming in of the Court 
after recess the Judge signed the decree pre­ 
sented by O’Brien. 
The Court found the 
case properly and regularly brought on and 
the allegations of the complaint sustained by 
testimo: y free from all legal exceptions for 
competency, adn.issibi'ity and sufficiency. 
Then followed the u eu uI drcrie of divorce- 
msnt. 
o’b r ie s’s story. 
M. L. G. O’Brien, the attorney who tried 
the case before t-he Superior Court of Solano 
county, was called upon for I he story of his 
connection with the case. 
He was frank and 
willing to tell all he knew. 
On many of the 
material points there was no conflict between 
his story and the relation of facts already 
given. 
O’Brien denied emphatically that he 
had any part iu the matter which was not 
authorized by the statute law of the State, 
and that was not in c ireonance with permis­ 
sible practice before the Courts; but he ad­ 
mitted 
that 
under 
the 
statute 
as 
it 
is 
it 
is 
easy 
for 
a rascally at­ 
torney to secure a 
decree 
of 
divorce 
without the knowledge of 
the 
plaintiff. 
Iti this cennrction it may be Btated that sev­ 
eral attorneys of prominence have expressed 
their surprise at the practice outlined, and 
laughed at the idea that a complaint in a di­ 
vorce case need not bo verified, and heoted at 
t ie suggestion that a case of divorce can be shut 
through Court without proper and positive 
pr >i f of the identity of the parties, hut on 
beiDg confronted with the facts and the law. 
have, after expressing tbeir surprise, desired 
some one to take them out and kick them to 
death for their ignorance. 
In every caso they 
admit that the state of the law permitting 
such practice is a shame and a disgrace ; but 
they find comfort in the idea that few Judges 
are so lax as to grant decrees of divorce so 
loosely as not to know whether tho parties 
desire tu be tied apart or not. 
O’Brien says 
he was 
NOT EMPLOYED BY PLAINTIFF. 
He came into the case through the influence 
of I’reston and to oblige Hinkson, who was 
physically incapacitated from trying the case 
at the time, llinkson was attorney of record 
and drew and signed the complaint. 
It ap­ 
pears from statements of fellow-attomeys 
that Hinkson is not an attorney at the bar of 
the Solano Court, and hence had no authority 
to file the complaint there or try the case. 
O'Brien requested Hinkson to give him a 
written substitution of attorney, but O’Brien 
forgot to file it. 
So one not an attorney of 
the Court began an action in the Court, yet 
was permitted to substitute one who could 
appear in the Court and without filing a 
written substitution. 
O’Brien very strongly 
intimated, indeed stated, that the character 
of the plaintiff was on a par with the odor 
of the whole case, and that in reply to any 
possible criminal proceedings an effort to im­ 
peach and blacken her would probabdy be 
made. 
As to the acknowledgment of service 
auto-dating the filing of the complaint, he says 
ti at document was sent to A. J. Tjntckles, at 
Failfi id. to fi'e, but he bad gore Esst, and 
so it was delayed in its tr-^nsf‘r toother 
hands for filing. 
Ho says Le did not work 
up, or get up tha case ; g‘¿t no fes in it, and 
d i,’t exjec 
any—it Vos all a kindness to 
H ukson, 
But after tbe trial n imbirliBs 


facts came to his knowledge by hearsay. The 
material ones he gave may be thus epitomized: 
Frankie, the plaintiff, consulted in San Fran­ 
cisco with Clunie, Kuight, Webb, Horan and 
another attorney about the case. 
Some of 
these wrote to the Mrs. Youngs of Sacra­ 
mento, urging her to pay the money de­ 
manded. She (the Sacramento Mrs. Youngs) 
Bhowed the letters to Judge Curtis, who told 
her not to pay, or suffer extortion. 
The San 
Francisco Mrs. Younos simply wanted her 
money in Yuungs’ note (8500), nothing more, 
but aid consent to an action for divorce, but 
had said she wanted it only as a lever to move 
the Sacramento woman with—wanted the de­ 
cree or proceedings to be defective; i:i short, 
it must not be a real simon-pure divorce. 
The letters she wrote to Hinkson O’Brien 
saw before he went into the case, to satisfy 
himself that Hinkson was authorized to pro­ 
ceed in it, and he was from them duly satis­ 
fied. 
H e saw no letter forbidding Hinkson 
to go on. 
Some question did aiise as to 
whether some of the letters 
WRITTEN IN PENCIL 
Were written by Frankie Youngs, but after 
an expert examination O’Brien was satisfied 
s! e wrote them id'. 
There were more letters 
than Hinkson showed to Junes, and some 
(subsequent to the one in which she told 
Hinkson to stop procaedings) telling him to 
go on : they have been by I i :kson lost cr 
m islaid; in fact he has been so physically 
under the Wf ather as not to be held account­ 
able for them at time3. 
He says Frankie 
Youngs called at his, O’Brien’s, office on 
Saturday after the divorce (August 20.h, the 
day she disappeared). There were negotia­ 
tions going on for a settlement. 
H e had 
drawn the release for her to sign. 
H e di--- 
cussed it with JoneF. 
Jones objected to it 
unless a bond was given for the return of the 
ring. 
Saturday night (so he heard). Frankie 
went to see the Sacramento Mrs. Youngs at 
her shop. 
The two women had a long con­ 
ference. 
Frankie finally agreed to sign the 
release and did so, and took §175, knocking 
off §25 from the §200 originally talked of, iu 
the goodness of her heart. 
Mrs. Youngs 
No. 1 didn’t have the money in the shop, 
and went to a J street merchant for it. 
During 
the 
evening 
the 
merchant 
came with it, paid it aud saw the release 
signed. 
Frankie staid with Mrs. Youngs 
until 3 A. M. Sunday, and then went to the 
American Eagle Hotel (as he heard), and was 
hilarious, and on Sunday she began to ride in 
backs and go on a bust generally. 
Monday 
night (at least the night the sister of Frankie 
came), he, O’Brien, was at the depot and 
SAW FRANKIE THERE. 
She spoke to him and asked “ What this 
meant ? ” 
He told her lie did not know what 
she referred to, and charged her with being 
whole seas over. She denied it, and he turned 
away. 
He had some months before gone to 
709 (?) Market street, Sau Francisco, where 
Frankie Youngs lived, and asked after Will­ 
iam Youngs. He concealed his identity from 
her because he wanted to find Youngs on 
business be had in hand—and having no rela­ 
tion to this—and if he had given his true 
name Frackie wculd have told Youngs, and 
thus what he was after would have been de­ 
feated. 
As to the remarkable coincidence of 
Frankie YouDgs coming up on the train the 
day the divorce was granted at Fairfield, he 
had to say (as he had understood since) that 
she came to get her money; that was his be­ 
lief ; it was preconcerted ; she knew all about 
i t ; Youngs got a real instead of a sham de­ 
cree of divorce ; he cli i not have the money 
to pay to Frankie, probably tried to put her 
off, etc., whereupon she "kicked’’—hence 
these tears. 
This, in brief, is the theory 
O’Brien held and conveyed to the interviewee) 
but was urgent that it should appear that aK, 
or nearly all, these factB came to him by 
heaisay after the case was clrsed, and that so 
far as he knew, when he tried the case it was 
a genuine one. 
AFTER YOUNGS. 
The kernel around which all this relation, 
and its truth or error now clusters, and which 
gives the immediate occasion for its publicity, 
is the fact that District Attorney Buckley 
has had issued a warrant for the arrest of 
Wm. Youngs, charging him with rape, and 
Chief Karcber has gone with the warrant to 
San F rancisco to arrest that individual.
